ilization and security. 

Opening the Dominion-provincial 
conference Mr. King said in a 3,000-

He said dis- 
cord would frustrate the efforts of 
all governments and added: 

“The effective co-operation of | 
Dominion and provinces will be 
essential if Canada, in her own 
interest, is to make the contribu- 
tion which it is vital our country 
should make to world reconstruc- 
tion, world security and world 
prosperity.” 

STABILITY NEEDED 

“The greater the element of cer- 
tainty and stability Canada can 
contribute to world affairs, the 
greater hope here will be for our 
own future and for the future of 
humanity.” 

He said the tribute which the 
country would pay to Gen. 
Crerar, returning Ist Canadian 
Army commander, here tomor- 
row would be a tribute to the 
armed forces of the Dominion 
and the freedom they had 
assured.

MINIMUM PAYMENTS 

Under wartime tax agreements 
the provinces withdrew from the 
personal income and comporation 
tax fields to enable the Dominion 
to levy uniform higher rates.

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Mr. Churchill’s Memoirs 


Mr. Churchill has declined the honors 
offered by His Majesty which signifies 
that he does not propose to settle down at 
his herculean ease in the House of Lords. 

It is said that he will satisfy his poli- 
tical restlessness through hig leadership of 
the Conservative party in the Commons. 
That is not a logical conclusion because no 
man of his stature, particularly one who 
has stood on the very summit of human 
power and glory, could content himself 
with pricking holes in the politica] bal- 
loons blown by others. 

Still other observers think that Mr. 
Churchill will withdraw entirely from poli- 
tics and go back to his leisured painting 
and writing and building of brick walls. 

Of all the plans that friends and critics 
have drawn up for him, the latter might 
be the most useful. 

For if a career in the Lords would rust 
him and if a career in opposition in the 
Commons would force him into a compara- 
tively pigmy role and thus frustrate him, 
a career of non-political ease might be pro- 
ductive of written memoirs of immense 
value to the world. 

It is tremendously important to this 
generation and to future generations to 
properly understand the inner meaning of 
the war. Only Mr. Churchill or Mr. Roose- 
velt could do justice to such a prodigious 
theme. Mr. Roosevelt is unhappily gone. 
This leaves the task to Mr. Churchill. 

With his majesty of language, his ex- 
actitude of thought, his faith, his gener- 
osity, his poetic instincts, he could leave 
a document that would be cherished in the 
history of the world. : 

It would be a very great pity if Mr 
Churchill permits himself to become so 
absorbed in minor roles that this work is 
never done.

Dangerous Rodents 


J. H. Brown, entomologist at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, has told an Edmonton 
audience that some of the gophers in this 
province are infected with sylvatic plague, 
otherwise known as bubonic plague. He 
said also that rats, likewise carriers of 
bubonic, are moving their habitat to- 
wards this province from Saskatchewan 
and at the present time are only about 30 
miles from the border. 

With regard to infected gophers, the 
warning cannot be broadcast too widely 
and too urgently. Bubonic plague, to give 
the disease its more common name, is one 
of the most dreadful scourges that afflict 
mankind. 

If it got loose in urban centres, under 
present conditions of disgraceful over- 
crowding, the result. would be more than 
disastrous. Extensive and systematized 
gopher extermination should be carried on 
and will be carried on in every part of the 
province. ; ; 

With regard to the migration of rats, 
the menace involves, not only the risks of 
disease, but the genera! destructive habits 
of these filthy animals. The bill of destruc- 
tion run up by rats in Vancouver, for in- 
stance, totals more than a million dollars 
a year, 

There is only one way to avoid a plague 
of rats in a city like Edmonton; and that 
is through the constant vigilance of every 
citizen. Rats can be kept down in any city 
if measures of extermination are adopted 
the minute they appear. But give them six 
months of free play and they never can be 
eradicated. 

All these disease and dirt carrying 
rodents are highly dangerous to life and 
health and property. The public should be 
properly and constantly impressed with 
that fact 


The Church In Europe 


Reports from Europe indicate that the 
churches of that turbulent and unhappy 
continent are demonstrating a buoyancy 
that is impressive after their long ordeal 
under Nazi rule. It begins to appear that 
the new zea! they bring to the work of re- 
habilitation may contribute substantially 
to the remaking of a better Europe. 

Church oe Ba in Germany are said to 
be particularly energetic and vast plans 
are afoot to re-educate along religious lines 
the youth indoctrinated with Naziism 

Two needs which most concern the 
European churches at the moment are the 
provision of temporary structures to re- 
place buildings destroyed during the war 
and the replenishment of. depleted clergy 
ranks. 

Such needs. are especially acute in 
France, Holland ana Belgium. In these 
countries, as wel] as in Finland and Nor- 
way, steps have been suggested to estab- 
lish theologica! scholarships in foreign uni- 
versities and to relieve acute shortages of 
Bibles, hymn books and theological liter- 
ature, 

In France and Holland, specia) meas- 
ures are being taken to care for improver- 
ished clergymen and their families and to 
assist in the physica! rehabilitation of 
ministers weakened by the strain and 
hardships of war 

Everywhere there is demonstrated, say 
reports, a fine ecclesiastical! enthusiasm on 
the part of church leaders and an equally 
fine zeal on the part of those to whom they 
minister

Once more the British people 
have made big-time history. What- 
ever the final outcome, Great Brit- 
ain will be the chief experimental 


laboratory of the human race. Here 
May be answered the problem 
which has perplexed contemporary 
humanity. 

Is a socialized economy compat- 
ible with the maintenance of those 
fundamental civil liberties that are 
the supreme achievement of civil- 
ization? 

The Soviet experience demon- 
| strates that a collectivized economy 
can be made to work at a high 
enough price. But in Russia this 
entailed the sacrifice of the basic 
freedoms which are 
possession of Occidental man.

| people has committed itself to 
| gradual socialism—how much social- 


ism has not yet been determined. | 


Nationalization of the coal mines 
}and the entire transport system 
| seems certain. Further nationaliza- 
tion of the steel industry and

| This unquestionably is peaceful 
| revolution. Its effects are going to 
be felt everywhere in the world. 
By their repudiation of Churchill 
—great old man though he will for- 
ever be—the English people have 
moved to the van of economic de- 
velopment. This does not mean 
that planned economy is really 
more beneficial to mankind than 
private initiative. Nobody knows. 
But hundreds. of millions of human 
, beings think it is. The effect of 
one of the greatest peoples on earth 
deliberately—and by peaceful pro- 
cess—going over to a system of 


|In Yugoslavia, 


planned social welfare, adequate 
housing, full employment and the 
conscious attempt to maintain a 
high living standard, will be terrific 

If—as seems probably—this goes 
along with an abatement of imper- 
ialism, the combined results will— 
in my judgment—be to make the 
British people temporarily the most 
influential in the world. Other peo- 
ples from Oslo to Chungking wil! 
cease looking to Moscow and 
Washington for inspiration or sug 
gestion, and, as in the 19th century, 
focus on London. 

The conspicuous leftist tenden- 
cies of post-war Europe will be 


Strengthened. Norway, Belgium, 
France, Italy seem likely to pro- 
duce “popular front’ regimes 


Franco's tottering Spanish seat will 
wobble as during an earthquake 

All this “radicalism” will defin- 
itely not strengthen Moscow. Far 
from producing those abhorrently 


communist governments against 
which Winston Churchill darkly 
warned the British voters, the 


Labor-Socialist landslide will do 
just the opposite. Communist in- 
fluence all over the world has 
been thriving on British imperial- 
ism and alleged American reaction 
Marshal Tito'’s 
henchmen have been warning citi- 
zens against any truck with Anglo- 


| Saxon “fascists” (meaning you and 


me). In China, the communists 
(excuse me, the “agrarian demo- 
crats”) have publicly contrasted 


British and American “imperialism” 
with the ethical benevolence of 
Seviet communism. A British peo- 
ple that sets about applying social- 
ism gradually, humanly, without 
any abandonment of civil liberties, 


while at the same time repudiating 
imperialism, will dismay Moscow 
and disarm communist propaganda, 
It will provide the surest possible 
barrier against further spread of 
totalitarian systems 

Always, of course, provided the 
present British experiment works, 
failure of British “gradualism 
would produce a new belief in the 
necessity of violence if revolution is 
‘o be carried out. And thereby di- 
vide mankind in two warring camps 
_devotees of liberty against parti- 
sans of socialism. Here, in my 
judgment, is the only real danger 
of the socialist victory in Britain— 
but a remote danger, for the Brit 
ish experiment may well succeed. 


From the American viewpoint 
certain other facts can profitably be 
remembered. 


1. The British Labor Party is only 
partly socialist. The bulk consists 
of fairly un-political trade union- 
ists. 

2. The landslide was produced by 
the middle-class vote. If dissatis- 
fied with the results these same 
votes can and will turn the Labor 
Party out at the next election. 

3. The Labor Party will be al- 
most as eager as the Conservatives 
for close co-operation with the 
United States. 

4. In the international political 
field, this co-operation should be- 
come easier. No longer will London 
be the breeding ground of world 
reaction. More democracy may be 
expected in Spain, Italy, Greece, 
Ztonism will receive a new impe- 
tus. Imperialism should decline, 
Here—regardless of economic con- 
siderations—is ground for deep 
American satisfaction.

| The Isolationists Wait 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

WASHINGTON.—The strategy of 
Opposition to the United Nations 
Chartier has been revealed by an 
ex-isolationist, Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler, the Montana Democrat 
It is to bide the time until United 
States public cpinion has cooled 
from the fervent and unanimous 
support for international co-opera- 
tion, with which it has carried the 
country into a series of internation- 
al commitments. The strange sil- 
ence of opponents of The Charter, 
as Senator Wheeler has disclosed, 
means that they will fight later, on 
measures to implement American 
obligations in the world organiza- 
tion 

Senator Wheeler's speech fore- 
shadowed a fierce fight over a 
measure. which may not come up 
for another year, to provide Amer- 
ican forces to serve in police work 
under the new League of Nations 
to enforce settlements at a stage 
when peaceful means have failed 
A difference of opinion existed in 
the Senate whether such a measure 
would be treated ac a treaty, and 
subject to ratification by a two- 
thirds majority, or a resolution r-- 
quiring only simple majority in 
both houses. Senator Vandenberg, 
Michigan Republican, said he 
thought the treaty procedure would 
be required, and so did Senator 
Connally, Democratic chairman of 
the foreign relations committee. 
But other administration support- 
ers claimed only a simple majority 
would be needed. That United 
States participation car be serious- 
ly crippled by later refusal to 
honor the obligations under The 


Charter, administration spokesmen | 


have warned previously. It is on 
that point that Senater Wheeler 
promised to fight later, while vot- 


ing for The Charter now

Senator Wheeler's position is the 
most extreme yet disclosed in Sen- 


ate attitudes to The Charter. S5en- 
ator Vandenberg promptly dis- 
counted the prospects of serious 


difficulty over future military com- 
mitments under the Charter. He 
said the size of forces required was 
inot known, and questions about 
them might be resolved by events 
“I do not believe,” he said, “that 
after the Senate has ratified this 
charter in good faith, there will be | 
any insuperable difficulty in arriv- 
ing at an agreement to implement 
t in good faith” 


The proposal that the military 
agreement required under The| 
Charter should be ratified as a 
treaty was made at foreign rela 


tions committee hearings by John 
Foster Dulles. adviser on foreign 
policy, to Governor Thomas E 
Dewey and senior ad iser to the 
United Slates delegetion at San 
| Francisco, The opposite view was 


given by Senator Alben Barkley 
Democrat leader of the Senate, who 
said that in the history of United 
States only 12 forma! declarations 
of war had been made by Congress 
but that American forces had been 
sent to various parts of the world 
146 times to protect American inter- 
ests and to enforce treaties 


Senator Wheeler's long speech 
on The Charter was full of details 
to show that the isolationist ap- 


proach to United States policy still 
survives. In addition, it foreshadow- 
ed future Senate battles over the 
terms of the peace settlement, for 
the Senator attacked United States 
relations with other countries, not- 
ably Russia. “It ought to be clear to 
Americans,” he said, “that the 
peace about which this charter 
speaks, and which it is designed to 
enforce, is nothing more than a 
pious hope built up by propaganda 
as the rea] thing.”

Senator Wheeler renewed the 
familiar charge of the opposition to 
the late President Roosevelt that 
he, the late President, had com 
pelled the United States to enter 
the war, The Unitea States reached 
its entry into the war, said the 
Senator, by steps which “the execu- 
tive branch compelled the country

The peoples 
of eastern Europe, he charged, “are 
denied the principles and rights 
embodied in the Atlantic Charter.” 

As a Senator who fought hard 
against United States assistance to 
preserve “principles and rights” in 
any part of the world, Senator 
Wheeler's speech was studied with 
keen interest by Washington diplo- 
matic circles seeking to appraise 
the real opposition to the United 
Nations Charter. It is now regarded 
as established beyond doubt that, 
while The Charter will be ratified 
without difficulty, a hitter fight 
vill be waged to impose restric- 
tions upon United States obligation 
to the new League, particularly in 
regard to the quota of American 
troops at its disposal, Some of those

Attention of Alberta oi! men 
was focussed Monday on two 
reservations made last week by 
Phillips Petroleum, one of the 
biggest independent oj! com- 
panies in the United States, in 
territory on the Alberta-B.c 
boundary immediately west and 
a little north of Edmonton. 

The new reservations 
and 12,000 acres, are farthest 
ever issued by the mining

AREA COVERED 

Territory covered in the 15,800 
acre reservation is in townships 63 
and 64, Ranges 13 and 14, west of 
the 6th Meridian. The 12,000-acre 
reservation is in the next township 
north, also in ranges 13 and 14. The 
location immediately north of 
Jasper National Park, and about 70 
miles south and west of Grande 
Prairie 

According to geologists, the 
area reserved is “interesting” 
from the point of view of oil ex- 
ploration, but almost inaccessible 
by ordinary means of transporta- 
tion.
